FLORIDA SKIP was official, born at the Orlando Hamfest in 
April 1957. It was just an idea Betty and I had. We explained it to the 
Hamfesters that bright warm sunny afternoon and asked for 
donations. We went home with 56 dollars to set the world on fire 
with a publication for all radio amateurs in Florida. We held a 
meeting in Naples with Hank Hoffman, WN4LQS. Hank was 
manager of the Collier County Press and agreed to print the 
publication for us on his Original Heidleburg letter press. Over 6000 
samples were sent to all Florida amateurs. From the first mailing 
in June 1957 we obtained about 420 new members. The price was 
$1.00 for 4 pages. The name FLORIDA SKIP was selected, and we 
were in business. FLORIDA SKIP caught on fast and grew fast. 
Within 4 months our copy input increased to 12 pages and within a 
year to 16 pages. With the increase in pages we raised the sub- 
scription price to $2.00 back in July of 1958. Throughout the year to 
the present we have held that price. Through many postal rate 
increases, plus other increases, we fought hard to keep the price 
down to only $2.00 a year. — I would venture to say we are the only 
publication in the United States to boast that our subscription rate 
has remained the same for the past 15 years while continuing to 
offer a better publication. You may ask ‘‘How can you do this?”’ 
Simple — Betty, Vance, Bob, our kids and I work many long hours 
for FREE. We have NO overhead expenses. No rent, no light bill, 
no telephone bill — nothing. We pay 3 major bills a month — 
Making-up, Printing and Postage. More increases are on the way.

AMATEUR RADIO THIRD-PARTY TRAFFIC

Of all the many facets of 
amateur radio, the handling of 
third-party traffic must rank as 
the most important. Third- 
party traffic is handled in this 
country and relayed to certain 
other countries with texts of 
distress, health and welfare, 
seasonal greetings, and purely 
personal matters. Networks 
have been organized to relay 
this traffic, and operators have 
trained themselves to ef- 
ficiently pass written third- 
party traffic. 

As simple as third-party 
traffic is handled in the United 
States, in other countries just 
the opposite exists. We are in 
the minority of countries whose 
governments allow message 
traffic (and phone patches) to 
be passed free of charge for a 
third party over amateur radio 
circuits. In most countries the 
communications systems are a 
government controlled 
monopoly, and very struct rules 
exist covering the types of 
communication that may be 
carried on amateur radio. 


In Miami recently an incident occurred 
involving a U.S. amateur and a non-U:S. 
amateur with the passage of third-party 
traffic across international boundaries. 

All amateurs should be cautioned to 
know and understand international rules 
and regulations concerning amateur DX 
communications and traffic handling, and 
should be aware of DX restrictions on 
banned countries and message handling. 
U.S. amateurs may handle third-party 
traffic only with the following countries: 
Argentina, Barbados (U.S. stations - 8P 
only), Bolivia, Brazil, Canada, Chile, 
Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, the 
Dominican Republic, Ecuador, El 
Salvador, Greenland (XP amateur calls 
only), Guatemala, Guyana, Haiti, Hon-

duras, Israel, Jordan, Liberia, Mexico, 
Nicaragua, Panama, Paraguay, Peru, 
Trinidad & Tobago, Uruguay, and 
Venezuela. Certain other agreements exist 
between the U.S. and foreign countries on 
the passing of traffic concerning amateur 
satellite operations, 4UITTU, and Project 
Hope personnel in Jamaica. 

The above list is ALL the countries the 
U.S. presently (12-73) will allow amateur 
third-party communication. Due to the 
close proximity of many Caribbean 
nations that do not allow third-party 
communications by amateur radio, 
Florida amateurs must be aware that 
third-party communication into the 
Caribbean is the exception, rather than the 
rule. As a general guideline, United 
Kingdom countries do not allow third- 
party traffic with the United States. 

Apparently nothing has occurred con- 
cerning the popular Miami amateur in- 
volved in the recent incident. Both parties 
were cautioned by other Miami amateurs 
on restrictions of communications of this 
type, and the QSO ended. The foreign 
amateur was using a portable VP7 
callsign. Just a few years ago, another 
U.S. amateur accepted a request for 
phone-patch traffic from a European 
amateur to a person residing in the U.S. In 
that case, the European received a bill for 
transatlantic phone call from his govern- 
ment’s post and telegraph administration 
and the U.S. amateur received a citation 
from the FCC. 

Message handling is a simple matter in 
this country for all amateurs, but when 
they begin to transmit and receive in- 
ternational traffic — that is the time to 
understand the implications of in- 
ternational rules and regulations.

They are 
less noisy, require shorter 
antennas, and less susceptible 
to skip (and even ground- 
wave) interference. AS a 
result, the vast majority of 
hobby radio receivers are 
designed to ignore’ the 
frequencies below the standard 
broadcast band. But take it 
from a frequency hunter, the 
wavelengths are active at 600 
meters and longer.

for calling and distress. Traffic 
is composed of everything from 
weather updates, news flashes, 
and co-ordinates to messages 
from home and chit-chat. 

A great deal of U.S. Coast 
Guard activity is also present in 
that band of frequencies, in- 
cluding the AMVER 
(Automated Merchant Vessels 
Report) system, a codified CW 
protection system to assist any 
possible search and rescue 
efforts. 


From 200-400 khz we en- 
counter the aeronautical 
beacons, recognized by their 
modulated-CW call letters and 
recorded weather announce- 
ments; they are found by the 
hundreds all over North 
America and even on oceanic 
islands. The enormous signal 
from LORAN-C is encountered 
at 100 khz, providing pulse data 
for radionavigation. Military 
and commercial fixed CW, 
FAX, and RTTY are found from 
100-200 khz. Time and frequency 
measurements may be made 
from WWVL (19.9-20.0 khz) and 
WWVB (60 khz). For the more 
ambitious antenna erectors, try 
intercepting foreign and U.S. 
military naval stations: GBR 
(Rugby, England) is on 16 khz; 
the Russian Navy is on 16.5 khz 
in Siberia.

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Simple Soldering Iron Heat Control 


Stan Bittner. W4JKK 

A small increase in voltage will often times let those little 
pencil type soldering irons do workthey are not designed to do. 
At the same time, reducing the voltage will save many a cor- 
roded tip. Here is an easy system that will increase the line 
voltage slightly for heavier work or decrease it slightly to 
save the tips. It also provides for normal voltages. 

The transformer is a 6.3 volt filament transformer which can 
usually be found in any junk box. The HI-LO switch is any 
D.P.D.T. and the ON-OFF switch is a S.P.D.T. All components 
can be mounted in a deep duplex outlet box together with as 
many convenience outlets as desired. The fuse is optional and 
a pilot light may be desirable. 

The resulting voltages should be near 110VAC standard line 
voltage plus 110-6.3- 116.3VAC or 110-6.3VAC-103.3 VAC.

THE KNIGHT’S OF THE KILOCYCLE 
by W4NGR the Master-Oscilator 

On November 4th, 1973, the Knights of the Kilocycle (we believe 
the oldest of organised amateur radio nets) met, as it has for the 
past forty years, for their meeting Nr. 2010 Post War Nr. 1440. 

The Knight’s of the Kilocycle had it’s beginning back on 
_Christmas Day of 1929 when a small group of Florida Amateur’s got 
together, on the air, using AM rigs for a round-table of QSO’s. 

Tony, W4JQ, of West Palm Beach is about the only one left of the 
-original group and I believe he could tell you a very interesting 
story of how the ‘Knights’ dot their start, their history and who 
some of the old timer’s were at that first meeting. Many are now 
“silent keys.’’ The idea of numbering the meetings came about 
some two or three years later. Each member was assigned a 
number. (New members are required to call in ten consecutive 
Sundays in order to qualify for a certificate and a number. 

There are now over 300 certificated members in the history of 
this organisation, but, of course only about 25 to 40 are active. It is 
those of you who hold a certificated number, and are not silent 
keys, that we invite to gather with us on the 3910 Kc frequency each 
Sunday morning at 7:30 AM (Eastern or Daylight Savings) time. 
Let your voice and call-sign be known. 

This organization is unique in that the President of the Knight’s is 
called the Master-Oscilator, the Secretary is call the Speach- 
Amplifier. The immediate Past MO is the Buffer-Doubler. 

For many years the only mode of transmission was on AM OR IF 
YOU HAD RIG TROUBLE YOU COULD CALL IN ON CW or from 
another member’s QTH in order to keep your place in the roll-call. 
Many of us struggled to get up to the top spot only to find it was 
occupied year in and year out by Tony, W4JQ. The only way to 
dislodge Tony was conspired in a change of the by-laws that now 
limits the time you can stay on top to ten times. Tony was the first 
member to go to side-band on the Knight’s and he took a lot of 
‘ribbing’ on the way his signal sounded so bad to us on ancient 
modulation. Gradually, one by one, we saw the error of our ways 
and all went to SSB. 

We have also changed the term of office of the MO, Sp. Amp. and 
Buf-Doubl’r to three months and it makes it a lot nicer on all con- 
cerned. Walt, W4PWB, was MO January through March; Ray, 
WB4KLD, had his second go April through June of this year; Gil, 
WB4QPW, July, August and September and now yours truly will 
have it the rest of this year. I have as my Speach-Amplifier Ernie 
McMasters, W4KOH, of Lake Placid (W4BCZ is her OM). Before 
Ernie was Cuddy, WA4SII, who gave out the birthdays and an- 
niversaries of the members.

A lot of customers ask me, 
“What is the most common 
mistake made by kit builders?”’ 
My answer would be soldering. 
Over 90 percent of the kits 
returned for service require 
only resoldering them to make 
them work. I think a few hints 
would be helpful. 

A. — First, make a tight 
mechanical connection. Do not 
depend on the strength of the 
solder to hold the connection 
together. 

B. — Heat both the wire and 
the foil or terminal strip lug. 
They must be hot enough to 
melt the solder without touching 
the solder to the iron. Solder 
must flow freely around and 
through the connection for a 
good, shiny joint. : 

C. — Many builders are stingy 
with the solder. Don’t be afraid 
to use enough. 

D. — Check the joint and 
make sure it is not a resin joint. 
This means that not enough 
heat was used. (Re-heat so that 
the solder sticks to both wire 
and the foil or terminal strip 
lug.) 

The next most common error 
is the switching of part values. 
Be careful of these combi- 
nations: 

a. Capacitors - .005uf for 500 pf 


It’s an ideal gift—we’ll mail anywhere in the world. oe 
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b. Resistors - 47k for 4700, 22k 
for 2200, etc. 

c. Diodes - either installed 
backwards or of the wrong type. 

d. Wires on wrong foil or 
terminal strip. 

e. Terminal strips with 
grounded lug interchanged. 

f. Electrolytic capacitors in 
with incorrect polarity. 

Loose hardware _ usually 
causes instability, oscillations 
or intermittent operation of a 
kit. Put enough torque on 
screws and bolts to insure a 
good connection, but not enough 
to crack a PC board. 

Lead dress and general 
neatness is very important, 
especially in RF circuits. Try to 
dress all wires close to the 
chassis. Leads of components 
should be only as long as 
necessary. VHF parasitics 
usually occur with a kit 
assembled in haywire fashion.

The information below is 
from the book Voiceway to the 

Orient, U.S.-Japan Telephone 

Cable by Louis Solomon. 

Underwater telephone cable 
links between Makaha Beach, 
Oahu (Hawaii Island) and 
Sagam Bay, Japan. Cable runs 
from Hawaii to Midway, to 
Wake, to Japan — 5300 nautical 
miles. It has 128 telephone 
circuits and cost 80 million 
dollars. This system was 
inaugurated June 18, 1964 by a 
phone call from the late 
President, Lyndon B. Johnson 
to Premier Hayato Ikeda. 

The cable has a__ repeater 
each 20 miles that boosts the 
signal 100,000 times. Each 
repeater costs $60,000 and there 
are 274 repeaters in the cable. It 
took 63 weeks to make each 
repeater. In each repeater is 58 
capacitors, 48 inductors, 3 gas 
tubes, 6 transformers, the 
crystal unit and thousands of 
other parts. 

The cable has a 20 year 
reliability even at 5 miles under 
the ocean, but will probably last 
years longer. 

Hope your next DX to Japan 
is 599, if not, use one of these 128 
circuits in an emergency. 73,

R.A.C.E.S. INFLORIDA 


By Charles W. Walters, W4HMO

The Federal Communications 
Commission implemented and 
authorized RACES on August 
15, 1952. The FCC Rules and 
Regulations, Part 97, Subpart F 
outlines the RACES provisions. 
We, in Florida, are grateful for 
this vital emergency com- 
munication service and to the 
many dedicated Amateur Radio 
Operators who contribute to its 
success. 

The Florida RACES Com- 
munications Plan is for the 
purpose of establishing a 
Direction and Control as well as 
an Administrative Communi- 
cations Network serving the 
State of Florida through the 
four Florida Civil Defense 
Areas, the fourteen Florida 
Civil Defense Districts and the 
sixty-seven counties. Existing 
statewide communications 
systems have specific respon- 
sibilities relating to their civil 
defense functions (i.e., Police, 
Fire, Rescue, Engineering, 
Radiological, etc.). The utiliza- 
tion of the Amateur Radio 
Service, its operators and 
stations, to form the State of 
Florida Radio Amateur Civil 
Emergency Service (RACES) 
Communications Network for 
Civil Defense has been deter- 
mined the best means of 
providing the Command, 
Control and Administrative 
Communications services 
required for Emergency Civil 
Defense Operations. The Radio 
Amateur Civil Emergency 


Service (RACES) Communi- 
cations Networks function in 
accordance with the Federal 
Communications Commission, 
Rules and Regulations, Part 97, 
Subpart F - Radio Amateur 
Civil Emergency Service 
(RACES). 

Liaison is maintained with 
DCPA Region Three, Thomas- 
ville, Georgia, and other states 
on assigned RACES frequencies 
and using the Civil Defense 
National Voice-Radio-Teletype 
Systems. 

During periods of natural 
disasters it may become 
necessary to establish liaison 
with recognized Amateur Radio 
Nets operating within the State 
of Florida, DCPA Region Three 
and the continental United 
States for handling emergency 
communications relating to the 
health and welfare of the 
citizens of Florida. 

In the event of a natural 
disaster civil defense 
emergency the Communi- 
cations-Radio Officer, Division 
of Emergency Government is 
authorized to request 
Declaration of Emergency 
Operations pursuant to the 
Federal Communications 
Commission, Rules and Regu- 
lations, Part 97, Subpart D - 
Operating Requirements and 
Procedures, 97.107 - Operation 
in Emergencies and Part 97, 
Subpart F - Radio Amateur 
Civil Emergency Services 
(RACES) through the Com- 
mission’s Engineer-In-Charge, 
Radio District 7, Miami, 
Florida.
